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“Apparatus for Coloring Paper. 








The object of this invention is to pro- 
vide novel, simple, efficient and economical 
; for coloring a web of paper for com- 

mercial use by saturation in a bath of color- 
ing material, whereby it is possible to pro- 
vide paper, especially tissue or very thin 
paper, having a superior color, uniform 
throughout, and free from specks and sim- 
ilar defects, and the danger of damaging, 
injuring or tearing the saturated paper web 
in passing to and from the color bath is 
avoided, 

In the illustration of the apparatus 1 in- 
dicates a tank for containing the color bath, 
indicated at 2. The bath will of course 
depend upon the color to be imparted to the 
web of paper, and obviously the tank is 
susceptible of receiving any desired color- 
ing solution, 

A roll, 3, of comparatively large diameter 
is journaled in suitable bearings, 4, so ar- 
ranged and supported that about one-third, 
more or less, of the periphery of the roll 
will be submerged in the color bath. Above 
the partially submerged roll, 3, is a presser 
and delivery roll, 5, of a diameter substan- 
tially the same as the roll 3 and bearing 
against the latter. The presser roll 5 is 
mounted in bearings, 6, similar to bearings 
4, and these bearings are carried by a frame 
or standard, 7, from which extends an in- 
clined frame, 8, having inclined slots, as 
at 9, to receive the journals, as at 10, of the 
draft tension roll 12, which gravitates 
toward the roll 3 and is rotated by tne 
latter. 

A guide, 13, in the form of a roller or 
cylindrical rod, is arranged in the tank 1 
with its axis approximately level with the 
surface of the color bath, so that about one- 
half of the guide is submerged in the bath. 
The guide 13 serves to hold the paper away 
from contact with the surface of the roll 3 
for a definite distance, so that the paper 
will be caused to enter directly into the 
bath to become saturated with the coloring 
matter. 

A roller, 14, is journaled above the draft 
tension roll and presses the paper web 
against the latter. 

The paper to be colored is in the form of 
a continuous web, made into a roll, as at 
15, which is supported by standards, as at 
lb, in such manner that the roll 15 can be 
rotated. 

A friction brake, in the form of a weighted 
block or plate, 17, pivoted at one end, as at 
IS, to standards, as at 19, is adapted to 
press upon the periphery of the roll 15 of 
paper. The friction block or plate 17 is 
provided with weights, 20, so that by add- 
ing or removing a weight, one or more, the 
pressure of the block or plate is increased 
or diminished, and the tension is thereby 
regulated according to the degree of resist- 
ance offered to the rotation of the paper 
roll 15, The web of paper from the roll 15 
passes over an elevated web supporting 
roller 21, and thence passes downward and 
under a dance roll, 22, adapted to rise and 
fall in a vertically slotted frame or in stand- 
ards, as at 23. From the dance roll the 
web passes upward over a paper supporting 
roller, 24, and thence passes over the draft 
tension roll 12, between the periphery of 
the latter and the roller 14. ‘Ihe paper also 
passes between the draft tension roller 12 
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and the partially submerged roll 3, and 
thence extends around the guide 13, which 
Serves to hold the web away from the pe- 
"iphery of the partially submerged roll for a 
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ite distance, so that the web passes 
the guide 13 directly into the color 
i before the web again comes in contact 

the partially submerged roll. The 
Web then passes partially around the roll 3 
an‘! between the latter and the presser roll 
*, and runs off of the latter to drying 
Cylinders 25, 26 and 27. The passage of 
the web onto the drying cylinder 25 is fa- 
Cilitated by the guide roller 28, and the 
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27 is facilitated by the guide roller 29.

paper roll 15, so that the’ paper web will be 


carried through the color bath in a smooth, 
unwrinkled condition.

terial has free access to both sides of the 
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paper in the color bath in that it prevents 
the paper from hugging the partially sub- 
merged roll 3 after leaving the draft ten- 
sion roll 12, whereby uniform saturation 
and an even color on both sides of the 
paper are obtained. 

The roller 14 is particularly designed to 
aid in avoiding the twitching of the paper 
and the liability of the paper breaking when 
wet; but this roller is not indispensable.

The Milling Machine.

The milling machine is a universal 
tool and is capable of an almost endless 
variety of work; it is also very advanta- 
geous on simple plane milling; in fact, 
there is probably much more plane milling 
done than there is of complicated forms. 
In using the milling machine for plane 
work it often happens that one man can 


operate more than one tool, and on simple 





paper web, and will saturate and uniformly 
color the same throughout. 

As the paper is drawn forward by the 
draft tension roll 12, the dance roll 22 will 
rise more or less, according to the friction 
applied to the paper roll 15 through the 
medium of the friction brake composed of 
the friction block or plate 17. The height 
to which the dance roll rises indicates the 
degree of tension on the web. The tension 
mechanism for the paper is a very impor- 
tant feature, as the tension can be regulated 
to the required degree in the most delicate 
manner. The tension on the web entirely 
avoids all slack, and thus prevents the 
paper wrinkling between the partially sub- 
merged roll 3 and the presser roll 5. 

The draft tension roll 12 is designed to 
press with greater or less pressure against 
the partially submerged roll 3. The pres- 
sure roll 5 acts to squeeze the paper web 
to remove surplus coloring solution. 

The action of the draft tension roll 12 is 
such that it steadies the web and draws the 
paper under tension, after which the ten- 
sion is relieved and the paper is submerged 
in and moves through the color bath and is 
relieved of the tension produced by the 
action of the draft tension roll in drawing 
the paper from the paper roll 15. This is 
important, in that the slack and twitching 
of the paper are avoided, and breakage of 
the paper is prevented. The twitching mo- 
tions are liable to break the paper when 
wet. Therefore it is important to avoid 
such motions. which, as before stated, is 
accomplished by the arrangement and op- 
eration of the draft tension roll. A moist 
or wet web of paper requires to be care- 
fully manipulated to avoid damage and 
loss, due to breakage, and the slack must 
not be permitted to such extent as to create 
wrinkles in the paper as it passes through 
the bath, around the partially submerged 
roll 3, and between the latter and the press- 
er roll 5. The arrangement described and 
shown prevents the paper from wrinkling, 
both before and after it passes around the 
draft tension roll. 

‘The guide roller or rod 13 is important in 
connection with the submerging of the 
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work, as the milling of bolt heads, nuts, 
&c , a boy can readily run the tool, if plac- 
ing the work and the condition of the cut- 
ters are seen to by the foreman. 

Whether a shop should have plane mill- 
ing machines, or universal, is a matter de- 
pendent on what the nature of the products 
of the concern is. Where spirals are to 
be cut, gears and worm wheels made, and 
work requiring indexing heads done, it is 
of course necessary to have a universal 
tool; but for the general form of work done 
in repair shops the plane milling machine 
is amply capable of handling it. 

Some of the important points about a 
milling machine which is expected to give 
satistaction are these: First, the form and 
construction of details should be such as 
to secure strength and solidity in every 
part which takes any strain, so that there 
will be no springing of the platen if heavy 
cuts are taken. Second, the arrangement 
of the handles, feeds, &c., should be such 
that they can be readily got at without the 
workman having to move around the ma- 
chine toomuch. ‘Lhird, it should be of the 
best workmanship and material through- 
out. A machine which is cheap in work- 
manship or in material is a poor affair, and 
it is always economy to pay a fair price and 
get the best tool that can be had, rather 
than to pay two-thirds as much and get an 
inferior machine. Any person of any ex- 
perience knows that there is much poor 
machinery on the market, and perhaps 
some milling machines are not an excep- 
tion. Fourth, a milling machine should be 
readily and quickly adjustable to the vary- 
ing operations. Fifth, all flat bearings 
should be scraped to surface plates, and all 
revolving bearings should be ground to 
standards. Sixth, there should be proper 
adjustments, so that wear in all of the 
parts can be readily compensated, and all 
large milling machines should have an arm 
brace. 

The number of machines to be used in a 
shop of course depends on the size of the 
shop in ordinary work; that is, this is gen- 
erally the controlling element. In an old 
shop which is equipped with an ample 
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number of shapers and planers, it might 
not always be advisable to throw them out 
and put in as many milling machines as 
would be set up in a shop which was being 
equipped entirely with new machinery. 
Yet in such an old shop it is highly advis- 
able to make use of the milling machine to 
as great an extent as will facilitate the 
work. In the equipment of a shop with 
new machinery it is very advantageous to 
use the milling machine in preference to 
the shaper and small planer for a great per- 
centage of work. For heavy work and 
large surfaces there is no doubt that this 
machine will perform much of this class of 
work now done on the planer. For these 
tools built especially for this sort of work 
will do it quicker and probably in a better 
manner. 

In using the milling machine on a large 
class of work oil 1s necessary to make the 
cuts smooth and the work easier on the 
cutters. It is ordinarily used in milling 
steel, wrought iron and malleable iron; but 
not on castiron. A drip can or an oil pump 
should be supplied with all machines. A 









































good quality of lard oil is usually the best 
to use. And in speaking of a good quality 
of oil is meant that which can be consid- 
ered good, and not such as nine-tenths of 
the stuff which is imposed on the market. 
Mineral oil would work better than most of 
the poor quality of lard oil in use. 

Mills properly divided into four 
classes, viz., axial mills, radial mills, an- 
gular mills, and form mills. Some of the 
common names for cutters are side mills, 
end mills, metal slitting saws or thin mill- 
ing cutters, T slot cutters, &c. All of these 
really belong to the two classes axial and 
radial mills. Angular and form mills are 
seldom used in ordinary work. It 1s advis- 
able generally to have the cutters as small 
as practicable, for in this way they do not 
get dull so quickly; they cut more readily, 
produce better work, and in many kinds of 
work do more than large mills. 

The most important point in the use of 
the milling machine is to have the cutters 
sharp and in correct form, and then to feed 
the work onto them properly. A dull mill 
will of course not do any satisfactory work, 
and if it is put to use it wears fast and 
strains the whole machine. In this con- 
nection it may be said that a proper grind- 
ing machine for sharpening milling cutters 
is indispensable if the cutters are to be kept 
in good working order, the object being to 
have the cutters ground uniformly on all 
of their teeth, so that their original correct 
shape will be maintained. If cutters are 
ground on a common wheel by hand, the 
result will be that some parts will be 
ground more than others; and then, when 
the cutter is revolving in the machine, 
some parts of the mill will cut and others 
will not touch the work atall. The disad- 
vantages of this are very apparent. A 
proper grinding machine for sharpening 
milling cutters is not an expensive auxili- 
ary, and should always be supplied. 

A prominent point about a grinding ma- 
chine is to be sure that the emery wheels 
used in it are not too hard uor too soft, 
and that they are of a proper number of 
emery. Another point is to always have 
the wheel run perfectly true, ana at a 
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proper number of revolutions. The best 
method is to use wheels and speeds in ac- 
cordance with the suggestion of milling 
machine manufacturers. 

If the milling machine is to be a satis- 
factory tool in any shop, it is positively 
necessary that the cutters be kept sharp 
and of correct shape, and that they are 
properly used in the machine. Consequently 
the importance of these things should be 
appreciated in every shop.

For bleaching sulphite fibre closed 
tanks are better than open tubs, especially 
if the stock is heated, as there will be less 
loss of bleach. For determining the num- 
ber of bleach chests necessary, it may be 
assumed in figuring the capacity that in 
1 cubic foot of thick stock there are 2 
pounds of fibre after it is reduced to bone 
dry weight. The writer found this propor- 
tion to be true in several tests made on 
stock which had come from the engines to 
the bleach chests, and also stock taken from 
the chests under the machines. Stock is, 
of course, often run thinner than this, but 
2 pounds of fibre per cubic foot of stock 
is about as thick as can be handled with 
agitators and pumps. The other element 
to determine the capacity of the bleach 
chests is, of course, the length of time for 
bleaching, which is considered further on. 
If made of wood, the tank should be lined 
with cement. A good method of putting 
on this cement is to nail beveled laths ver- 
tically to the inside of the tanks in a way 
like that described for the mixing tanks in 
a preceding article. Portland cement is 
better than Rosendale for this, although 
the latter can be used. In either case one 
part of cement may be mixed with two 
parts of clean coarse sand. The tanks 
should not be filled until the mortar has 
had a chance to set for several days. 

Another method of lining which might 
be advantageously followed is to line the 
inside of the tanks with expanded metal 
lathing, such as is used to a large extent in 
plastering fireproof buildings. This may 
be nailed directly to the inside of the tanks 
by means of staples, and the mortar can be 
plastered upon it in two thick coats. Of 
course the iron or steel of which this lath- 
ing is made would be affected by the bleach 
if this was allowed to reach it, but the thick 
layer of mortar would protect it as thor- 
oughly as it protects the wood itself. 

The outlet gates and any pipe connec- 
tions which come 1n contact with the bleach 
liquor should be made of brass. This will 
corrode nearly as badly as iron, but it will 
not discolor the fibre. The agitators should 
be made as largely as possible of wood, but 
they must be constantly watched to see 
that they do not go to pieces, as the bleach 
rots the wood. For the agitator shaft iron 
may be used encased in a wooden log or 
covered with lead. If lead is used, it should 
be burned on so as to be perfectly tight, for 
if any small holes are left the liquor will 
work through, act on the iron, and form a 
large quantity of black specks which are 
liable to get into the pulp. 

Sulphite stock may be bleached cold, if 
time enough is given for the bleach to act, 
but heat will greatly hasten the action. 
The stock is convenientiy heated by run- 
ning a steam pipe either down from the top 
of the tank or through the side. It makes 
little difference whether the bleach is put

One of the worst enemies in bleaching is 
lime, which remains in the pulp after cook- 
The crystalline sulphate of lime which 

is often found in the pulp is not trouble- 
some, but the mono-sulphite. which is an 
earthy substance, is very bad if allowed to 
reach the bleach chests. When this occurs 
n large quantities it will sometimes col- 
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lect in the screens and wet machine, and 
appear in the sheet as green slimy specks 
which have a sticky resinous feel. The 
reason for the formation of this class of im- 
purities is uncertain, but it is probably due 
to the action of the bleach on a combination 
of the organic matter with the lime, the 


organic matter being set free to a certain 
extent. If the bleach chest is overheated, 
the trouble will be increased. ‘The presence 
of the mono-sulphite in the cooked pulp is 
primarily due to poor bisulphite liquor 
rather than bad cooking. It is more soluble 
in hot water than in cold, and for this reason 
a thorough washing in the blow pits with 
hot water will remove quite a large amount 
of it. Whenever it appears the tempera- 
ture to which the stock is raised in bleach- 
ing should be kept as low as possible. 

The amount of bleach liquor put intoa 
chest of pulp should be such that as soon 
as the fibre is up to color a sample tested 
with a solution of iodide of potassium 
[K I] will show scarcely a trace of yellow. 
Too much bleach is not only a waste of 
material, but if left in the stock it will in- 
jure the fibre and rot the wire cloth on the 
wet machines. 

One advantage in heating the pulp when 
bleaching is that any excess of bleach will 
be driven off. The solution of potassium 
iodide mentioned is an exceedingly simple 
test to find out the relative amount of bleach 
in the st When the bleach is first put 
in a drop of this upon a sample of the 
stock will give a dark orange color shading 
onto a brown. Samples tested with this, 
as the bleach gradually works out of the 
stock, will show a lighter and lighter color, 
and finally it will produce no discoloration 
atall. This, of course, does not show the 
quantity of chlorine, but this can be found, 
if desired, by testing with iodine and sodic 
arsenite. With the aid of steam a chest 
containing 1,200 to 1,600 pounds of stock 
may be bleached in three or four hours. 

One of the trials of a bleacher is to have 
the color ‘‘go back.’’ ‘This is usually due 
to overheating, and is most apt to occur if 
the agitator in the bleach chest is not 
stopped as soon as the bleach comes up to 
color. The chemical action which occurs 
in this case is a chlorination of the fibre; 
the chlorine attacks the cellulose and forms 
organic chlorides which produce the change 
in color. When the color has once gone 
back, it is impossible, without the addition 
of other chemicals, to get it up again, and 
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itis usually best to run it out as an infe- 
rior grade. If any of the mud or lime from 
the settling tanks gets into the stock, it will 
produce an effect very similar to that of 
‘‘yoing back.’’ By bleaching again with 
clear liquor the color may be slightly im- 
proved, but cannot be entirely removed. 
This shows the absolute necessity for keep- 
ing the tanks clean. 

If shives are found in the pulp after 
bleaching they may sometimes be removed 
by putting in extra bleach, but the real 
fault is either in the acid making or cook 
room, or else in the cut of the screens. 
Stock, in order to make a fine quality of 
bleach fibre, should be screened twice be- 
fore it reaches the bleach chests, and should 
be again screened before it reaches the wet 
machines. There are some kinds of specks 
which will not be affected by the bleach. 
To remove these and also to wash the stock, 
it is advisable to run the stock from the 
chests through sand settlers before reach- 
ing the screens. Drainers are not abso- 
lutely necessary in order to produce a fine 
quality of fibre, but should be put in and 
used wherever possible. 


The number of pounds of bleach per 100 
pounds of stock varies not only with the 
character of the stock but also with the 
quality of the bleaching powder. When 
bleaching with the aid of steam, that is, 
when the stock is, heated, a low rate is 
13 to 14 pounds of bleaching powder 
per 100 pounds of dry stock. During 
four months the average amount of bleach- 
ing powder used in one 10 ton mill pro- 
ducing the very finest quality of bleached 
sulphiteé fibre was 15 pounds per 100 pounds 
of stock.

It becomes somewhat wearisome to 
be compelled to tell the same old story of 
business conditions each week, but a right- 
eous regard for truth will admit of no ro- 
mances. The mills are running about as 
they have been doing all summer, and about 
the same amount of product is being turned 
out; but the competition for business and 
the concessions made to secure it grow 
More 
and more shrewdness and effort are con- 
stantly required to meet all of 
the conditions arising and place product 
at anything like satisfactory terms. 

The prevalence of these conditions makes 
live news matter very scarce. The manu- 
facturers claim that they are doing nothing 
new, and, if their word was not sufficient, 
it would take a very unusually observing 
eye to discover it. Few changes and im- 
provements are being made, and product 
is being ground out in the same old way. 

The heat for the past week or ten days, 
in common with the experience in other 
parts of the country, has been exceptionally 
severe, and rainfalls have been frequent and 
heavy. During a very heavy thunder storm 
on Sunday night lightning struck two houses 
in Kaukauna, one of them next door to Col. 
H. A. Frambach's residence and the other 
two doors away. Bricks and plaster were 
scattered all over the colonel’s lawn, and 
the colonel himself, who was standing at 
the window, thought that his own house 
had been struck. He is of the opinion that 
he is receiving more attention from heaven 
than he strictly deserves.

E. F. Millard, of E. F. Millard & Co., 
Waltham, Mass., is in Appleton, and will 
be here for a couple of weeks superintend- 
ing the erection in the mill of the Little 
Chute Pulp Company of four of his pulp 
screens. These screens operate upon an 
entirely new principle, and take all of the 
slivers out of the pulp with the expenditure 
of a ridiculously small amount of power. 
Mr. Millard told your correspondent that 
he was working upon a new pulp grinder 
which he thought would prove to be about 
as much of an innovation as his screen. The 
details about it are not, however, ready for 
publication. The screens have been con- 
siderably improved during the last few 
months, and Mr. Millard has taken a large 
number of orders for them. 

The first cooking was put in the new di- 
gester of the Riverside Fibre Company in 
this city this afternoon and will be off to- 
morrow morning. The work of lining the 
digester was completed last week, and a 
sufficient time was allowed for the cement 
to set thoroughly. All of the rest of the 
machinery necessary to go with the digester 
has been tested and found to work prop- 
erly. The new apparatus will largely in- 
crease the capacity of the company’s plant. 

A special from Sault Ste. Marie states 
that the common council of that city has 
just granted a franchise to the Lake Su- 
perior Power Company, which proposes to 
develop the canal water power on a scale of 
great magnitude. The plans, as thus far 
perfected, contemplate the development of 
40,000 horse power, or double the amount 
which the same company has in the Cana- 
dian ‘‘Soo,’’ and more than is developed 
at any other one place in the United States. 

| It is further stated that the company pro- 
poses to build a pulp mill of twice the ca- 
pacity of the one in the Canadian ‘' Soo,"’ 
together with other manufacturing estab- 
lishments. The building of the canal will 
cost $2,000,000. It will be about three 
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miles long, 250 feet wide and about 30 feet 
deep. Rock excavation will begin during 
the coming winter. Among the people in- 
terested are the Cramps, of Philadelphia; 
Hyde & Sewall, of Bath, Me.; Mr. Ber- 
wind, of the Berwind-White Coal Manufac- 
turing Company, New York; the treasurer 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Railway 
Company, and President Shipley, of the 
Provident Loan and Trust Company, of 
Philadelphia. 

One of the pulp grinders at the mill of 
the Park Falls Paper and Pulp Company 
burst one day last week. Noone was hurt, 
but it is said that the pecuniary damage 
amounts to about $300. 

The third and last raft of pulpi;wood from 
Canada to the Pulp Wood Supply Company 


has passed the Straits of Mackinac and is | 


expected at the docks in a day or two, 
where it will be broken up and the wood 
shipped by rail to the mills in this valley. 
Like its predecessors, the raft contains 
about 6,000 cords. ‘The three rafts of the

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THE returns of the Treasury Depart- 
ment containing the import and ex- 
port statements for the last fiscal year 
are at hand. From these we learn that 
the total value of the imports of paper 
and manufactures of paper for the 
twelve months ended June 30 was 
$3,169,480, against $2,863,533 for the 
year preceding. This is a very consid- 
erable gain, values considered, inas- 
much as it does not include books 
and other printed matter. The ex- 
ports of paper for the fiscal year do not 
equal the imports in value, the amount 
being $2,713,875 for 1896 and $2,185,257 
for 1895. 
the balance of trade as to imports and 
exports is against our paper manufac- 
turers. This isa condition which ought 
to be reversed. 





DURING the twelve months ended 
June 30, 1896, there were 42,178,048 tons 
of rags, valued at $730,633, imported 
for paper making purposes. The im- 
ports for the year preceding were 74,- 
776,703 tons, worth $1,175,778. Other 
imports brought the total values of pa- 
per stock imported up to $3,786,026 for 
1895 and $3,445,723 for 1896. The fall-

THE device illustrated and described 
on the first page of this issue of THE 
PAPER TRADE JOURNAL is designed to 
be used for coloring paper in the web, 
dispensing thereby with ordinary meth- 
ods of mixing the color with the stuff 
in the engine. The apparatus consists 
of a tank to hold the color bath, a roll 
partially submerged therein, a pressure 
roll to press the paper as it emerges 
from the bath, a guide to cause the pa- 
per to traverse the color bath before it 
comes in contact with the partially sub- 
merged roll, and a draft tension roll so 
arranged as to deliver the web relieved 
of tension to the color bath, &c. This 
apparatus is the invention of a well- 
known paper maker, and its successful 
operation will be a distinct advance in 
the manufacture of colored papers, not 
only as to the labor involved but in its 
other economical advantages. 





MvucHu surprise has been caused by 
the Bank of England consenting to act 
as agent for a paper making company 
in receiving subscriptions for its capital 
stock. This is such a departure from 
the past policy of that celebrated finan- 
cial institution that it must needs lead 
to some excitement. Hitherto the bank 
has refused to have its name connected 
with any prospectus of a limited liability 
company, and this change in its prac- 
tice is reported to have brought dismay 
and confusion to the other banks in the 
United Kingdom, which recognize the 
fact that the Bank of England can 
monopolize the business, if it so 
chooses. Our London correspondent 
gives an account of the formation of 
the company which has succeeded in 
getting such a strong moral backing, 
and his statements as to the character 
and standing of the business taken 
over by the new company certainly 
seem to warrant the support thus se- 
cured. There is money in paper mak- 
ing after all, even if our English breth- 
ren have to contend with the unre- 
strained competition of the world, and 
the exhibit of profits returned from the 
business of the concern referred to is 
certainly a very fair showing. 





We have already adverted to the fact 
that a leading firm of paper‘dealers in 
Philadelphia had made an assignment, 
having been forced to that action be- 
cause certain stocks and bonds which 
it had been carrying on margin had gone 
the wrong way, involving in the crash 
the legitimate business of the house. 
A meeting of creditors was called, 
and the collapsed firm made an offer 
to settle at 50 cents on the dollar. A 
committee of investigation was ap- 
pointed, and that committee reported 
at a gathering of the creditors this 
week. The report, given in another 
column, did not favor the acceptance 
of the firm's proposition, and in its 
stead there was substituted a plan 
whereby the assignees, with the co- 
operation of a committee of five credit- 
ors, are to carry on the business, and 
when they shall be able to pay the 
creditors 50 per cent. of their claims 
they are to return the business to the 
assignors. So far so good; but a part 
of the plan consists in the determina- 
tion on the part of the creditors to per- 
mit the assignees and the committee to 
carry the firm's securities on margin, 
taking the money necessary therefor 
from the assets, and holding the as- 
entirely blameless for any 
losses. While, perhaps, it may be said 
that the creditors are only trying 
to work out their own salvation, it 
is equally true that the proposition 
is not based on good business princi- 
ples. The firm in question speculated, 
or, as some put it, ‘‘ gambled” in stocks 
and bonds. It lost and brought itself 
to a position where, as one of its chief

ble,” hoping to win. Whether they 
win or lose it will not affect the prin- 
ciple involved. If it was wrong for 
the assignors to speculate and lose the 
money of their creditors, it is equally 
wrong for the creditors to continue in 
the same line, and it is difficult to un- 
derstand how men who believe in 
sound business methods can counte- 
nance such action. It is putting a 
premium on stock speculation by men 
engaged in legitimate business, and 
is an incitement to others to enter the 
same field without regard to the con-

A gentleman in the trade was recent- 
ly asked to state his opinion as to the pros- 
pects of a revival in business.

Some of the jobbers of. paper have 
several plaints against the mills. One is 
that the mills send out samples without 
their names on, and when four or five sam- 
ples from different mills come in in this 
condition it leads to a heap of confusion. 


Then again some mills get the sam- 
ples out all right, but put them in such poor 
wrappers and ,envelopes that the packages 
go to pieces in the mails, and never reach 
those for whom they are intended. 


Some mills send out such small 
samples that a microscope is necessary to 
see what they are, and as that instrument 
is not furnished the samples fail in their 


work. 


Then again a jobber says that if 
mills in quoting prices would quote each 
item on a separate sheet people could file 
them properly and have them to refer to 
when necessary. When several things are 
quoted on one sheet it is difficult to file it 
so that it can be found under more than 
one heading. 


Another matter which causes con- 
fusion is the habit which some men have of 
signing their individual names instead of 


the name of the concern. 


There are in these complaints food 
for thought on the part of the paper manu- 
facturers, and the suggestions which nat- 
urally arise if put in practice ought to 
remedy some of the evils complained of. 

Some of the samples sent out are a 
disgrace, and it certainly would be a mir- 
acle if they brought any They 
look as though the maker was ashamed to 


show a good sized sheet of his product.

M. B. Belden, New York—In these days, 
when there are so many failures and when 
sO many more may be expected, I think 
that it is a good time to hold up a hand of 
warning and give a word of caution to the 


orders. 


paper manufacturers, who very often are 
not any too careful to whom they allow 
credit. I have given special attention and 
study to and have had practical experience 
in the subject for years, and I consider that 
it is largely to my carefulness in the matter 
of credit that my few losses and whatever of 
success I hawe had have been due. I go to 
the extent that if I have business relations 
with a man and he pays me cash for what 
he buys of me,and I find that he is not 
paying cash for what he buys of others, I 
should feel afraid and should shut down on 
him, for I know that sooner or later he 
would stick me for a carload at least and 
that would wipe out all of the profits 
which I would have probably made from 
him altogether. I want to point out anoth- 
erthing. I have noticed that in nearly all 
of the large failures very few of the home 
trade have been stuck very much. I should 
think that this was the case with two of the 
largest recent failures in the paper trade in 
a neighboring city.

Mr. Field said that, while he was rather 

lined to dissent from the report of the 

/mmittee, he had finally yielded his opin- 

n and signed the report. He believed 

at there should be a final settlement of 
the whole matter, which would enable the 
business to be carried on. 

A creditor then suggested that the as- 
signee should pay off the 50 percent. in four 
payments of 12% per cent. each. 

Mr. Field said that the whole hope of the 

reditors was in the turn of the stocks, and 
‘hat the stocks might be valuable in a short 
ime, but that until that time the assignee 
might prefer to retain in his hands all 
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money received and not make any pay- 
ments to the creditors. 

Mr. Bulkley expressed the opinion that 
the firm was as anxious as anyone else to 
get the matter settled, and that it was the 
most competent to carry on the business. 

Mr. Field moved that the report be ac- 
cepted, whereupon J. Levering Jones, coun- 
sel, said that there would have to be some 
modification of the resolution, so that the 
assignee’s legal position should not be in- 
terfered with. The committee would sim- 
ply be advisory ; it would have no super- 
vision and could not take the place of the 
assignee. Mr. Jones made several sugges- 
tions in the same line. 

Mr. Rudolph said that there was an im- 
pression that the firm had lost money in its 
legitimate business. That, however, was 
not the case. It had made a net profit of 
$26,000 last year, and $12,000 up to July 29 
of this year. 

Mr. Earl said that he was willing as as- 
signee to act with the creditors to secure 
the best results. As a creditor he did not 
wish to see the securities closed out, be- 
cause he believed that with the election of 
McKinley they would advance to their real 
value. 

Mr. Clayton, representing several banks, 
said that if the securities yielded more than 
50 per cent. the creditors should get the 
benefit of that. He then asked how much 
the estate would pay if closed out now, to 
which Mr. Nixon replied: ‘ Probably 15 
percent. Itcannot possibly pay over 50.” 

Mr. Rudolph said that Mr. Mitchell, one 
of the firm, had shown him where $16,000 
per year could be saved in the expense of 
running the business. 

The report, with the modifications sug- 
geSted by Mr. Jones, was adopted, no one 
dissenting. 

Hampton L. Carson, of counsel for the 
firm, in speaking to a creditor, said that the 
real fact was that the concern had $164,000 
with which to pay $348,000. 

The chairman appointed as the committee 
called for by the resolution W. H. Nixon, 
T. S. Coolidge, W. E. Pratt, P. Clayton, 
and S. A. Rudolph.

De- 
mand is large, but there is a very poor sup- 
ply of funds. The ruling bid rate is 6 per 
cent., with a commission added which 
varies according to the character of the 
collateral offered by the borrower. Rates 
for commercial paper are nominally 6@7 
per cent. for sixty to ninety day indorsed 
bills receivable, 7@8 per cent. for four 
months’ commission house and first-class 
single names, 7@8 per cent. for prime and 
8@9 per cent. for good four to six months 
single names. The pressure for loans from 
the commercial community is increasing, 
the latest demand being from importing 
houses which need money to meet remit- 
tances due abroad. Their notes sell no 
better than those of local manufacturers. 
Foreign exchange is inactive. Posted rates 
were $4.88 for sixty days and $4.89 for sight. 
Actual rates were $4.8614@4.861¢ for sixty 
days and $4.87!4 @4.87%4 for sight. 
THE PAPER TRADE.—There is very 
little worthy of note in the paper market 
Just at present. A moderate run of busi- 
ness is reported, in some cases a little more 
and in others a little less than is usual at 
this period, but as a rule matters move ina 
very routine way. Some News mills are 
reported to be looking around for orders, 
but the greater number of them have their 
product well under control. Book, Writing 
and Manilla lines are not active, and some 
machines are down. 

JUTE BUTTS.—The market is very 
quiet and without any material business. 

WOOD PULP.—There continues to be a 
steady business in Ground Wood, and 
prices range $18@20, as before, for State 
pulp. 

WOOD FIBRE,.—Chemical Fibre is in 
call.

The notion that Scotland might very well 
furnish a fair quantity of pulp wood is 
being energetically debated. A German 
forest expert is the last to deliver his opin- 
ion on the matter. According to Dr. 
Schlich, timber to the annual value of 
$90,000,000 might be grown in Great Bri- 
tain. Forestry is not a science which has 
been cultivated much in this country, but 
the question is worth consideration in view 
of its commercial magnitude. The annual 
value of timber imports into Great Britain 
and Ireland is nearly £18,000,000 sterling, 
besides a further £8,000,000 a year for 
‘‘minor forest produce.’’ In addition to 
these amounts, the import of wood pulp for 
the manufacture of paper represents an 
annual value of nearly £1,500,000. 

Norway is making a very determined at- 
tempt to collar the carrying trade between 
Scandinaviaand England. The Norwegian 
Government is subsidizing ships carrying 
the flag of the country. Of course this is 
not much to the liking of Messrs. Wilson, 
of Hull, who have had the over-sea trade 
almost entirely to themselves and have 
waxed fat on carrying wood pulp. Their 
ships are certainly extremely comfortable 
for passengers, but they have got the name 
of being rather high-handed in the matter 
of business and difficult todeal with. Other- 
wise they would get more sympathy from 
the trade than they are experiencing at 
present. They have appealed to the Eng- 
lish Government in the matter, and they 
make one good point at least in calling at- 
tention to the fact that in vessels of the 
same tonnage under flags of Britain and of 
Norway the food and wages bill is $230 per 
month more in the English ship. What 
they expected the Government could do in 
the matter is rather a mystery, for it is al- 
together against English “policy to subsi- 
dize trades, but the outlook is a little seri- 
ous for them, especially as it is believed 
that in addition to the subsidized line be- 
tween Norway and Newcastle the former 
country is about to subsidize another route. 

This week a bill was introduced into the 
House of Commons legalizing the use of 
the metric system in buying and selling. 
It can hardly pass before the close of the 
present session, so great is the pressure of 
other measures; but it will fix the Govern- 
ment to the principle, and prepare the pub- 
lic mind for what is coming. The chambers 
of commerce have long desired such a sys- 
tem, and Mr. Balfour gave them a favorable 
assurance on the subject last spring. They 
suggested that metric weights and meas- 
ures should be left optional for ten years, 
and then made compulsory. It is desirable 
to ‘‘ make haste slowly "’ in a matter of this 
kind. Rooted customs have a tenacious 
hold. Although weighing and measuring 
are conducted on so many different bases 
as to bewilder an inquirer and to raise ob- 
stacles to free and intelligent exchange, 
resort to uniformity need not be expected 
to show rapid advance. 


A rather good story of the repeal of the 
paper duty in 1861 has just been brought 
up. The budget speech was preceded by 
a rumor that the basis of the scheme would 
be repeal of the tea duty, and that this 
would upset the Government. Just before 
Mr. Gladstone rose to make his statement 
there was handed to Lord Palmerston on 
the Treasury Bench the following note 
from Lord Derby: ‘‘ My dear Pam—What 
is to be the great proposal to-night? Is it 
to be tea and turn out?’’ ‘‘My dear 
Derby,’’ wrote the Premier in reply, “it is 
not tea and turn out. It is to be paper 
and stationery.’’ 

The second annual report of the Labor 
Department of the Board of Trade, with 
changes in wages and hours of labor in the 
United Kingdom, has been issued as a Par- 
liamentary publication. The report has 
references to the year 1894, with prelimi- 
nary figures for 1895, and nearly 7,000,000 of 
workers are dealt with. A comparative 
statement is given in tabular form, showing 
particulars with regard to the change of 
wages recorded in 1893 and 1894, with pro- 
visional figures for 1895. In each of the 
three years the number of persons whose 
wages were reduced largely exceeded the 
number whose wages were increased, but 
the proportionate excess was more marked 
iv 1895 than in 1894, and in 1894 than in 
1893. The percentage of separate indivi- 
duals who gained a net rise in 1893 was 36, 
while in 1894 the percentage fell to 26, and 
in 1895 was only 18. Thus, among those 
whose wages were changed, a net fall was 
experienced by 64 per cent. in 1893, 74 per 
cent. in 1894 and 82 per cent. in 1895. For 
the purpose of this comparison, the number 
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| whose wages : toed: at the same level at the 
end of the year and at the beginning have 
been omitted. The net effect of all of the 
changes of 1893 in wages was an actual 
rise of $62,130 per week. In 1894 this rise 
was replaced by a decrease of about $225,000 
per week, and, although the effect of the 
changes in 1895 has not yet been fully cal- 
culated, it is considered certain that the 
result is a considerable fall, probably or not 
less than $150,000 per week. 

It is thus shown that the tendency of 
wages to fall was more pronounced in 1894 
and 1895 than in 1893, although it appears 
from other figures that 1893, and especially 
the latter part of that year, was the period 
of greatest depression in trade, and ex- 
hibited the largest prcportion of unem- 
ployed, while the year 1895 was on the 
whole one of improving trade. The aver- 
age percentage of unemployed members of 
trade unions making returns to the depart- 
ment in 1893 was 7.5, followed by 6.9 in 
1894, and 5.8 in 1895. The extent of trade 
is shown by the value of imports and exports 
in each year, exclusive of re-exports. The 
value in millions of pounds was 623 in 
1893, 624 in 1894 and 643 in 1895. The 
average weekly rise in rates of wages among 
those whose wages were changed,during the 
year was 11 cents in 1893, while in 1894 
there was a fall of 32 cents, followed by a 
further fall of 33 cents in 1895; but we are 
reminded that the apparent net rise of 
wages in 1893 was largely a transient, and, 
so to speak, an accidental increase, being 
chiefly due to the temporary inflation of 
prices caused by the coal stoppage. 

Passing from the question of wages to 
that of the hours of work among the various 
ranks of labor, the statistics of the last 
three years show a tendency toward a grad- 
ual shortening of the hours of employment. 
Speaking of separate individuals, the num- 
ber among whom the hours of labor were 
increased was very small in each year; but 
those whose hours were diminished in 1893 
were more than 33,000, followed by 77,000 in 
1894 and 18,000 last year. The large excess 
of the reductions recorded in 1894 over those 
in the other years is said to be mainly ac- 
counted for by the introduction of the eight- 
hour day in Government establishments. 
The net amount of reduction in the number 
of working hours per week was nearly 
69.000 in 1893, and more than 311,000 in 
1894, followed by above 47,000 in 1895. 
The average amount of reduction per week 
for ail those whose hours of labor were 
altered amounted to 1.99, 4.04, and 2.49 in 
the three years respectively. ALFA.

Friction—Resistance—Hindrance.

back hold against the hindrance to be over- 
come. This bearing is usually stationary, 
something upon which a shaft revolves or 
something slides. This against 
the bearing causes a certain resistance to 
per- 


pressure 


free movement, and it needs a certain 
centage of the power, transmitted to the 
machine, to overcome this resistance more 
than is necessary to do the work ; this we 
call the friction of the machine. 

With machinery a certain body sliding, 
revolving or rolling upon another will do 
this freely if surfaces in contact are per- 
fectly smooth. A theoretically smooth sur- 
face, even on the hardest material, cannot 
practically be attained. By a strong mag- 
nifying glass it will be noticed that appar- 
ently the smoothest surface is covered with 
little swellings, cavities, streaks, &c., which 
are yet more visible if heated ; all this de- 
pends greatly upon the nature of the ma- 
terial. The minute protuberances act as a 
hindrance from one to another ; and conse- 
quently resist the free motion of the bodies 
in contact, and this will be increased if the 
moving body is pressed down very hard, or 
has weight enough to produce the same 
effect, or if expanded by heat. Sometimes, 
in the attempt to equalize this unevenness, 
both surfaces of the moving body will in- 
terlock with each other at certain spots so 
closely as to stop all movement. To over- 
come this unevenness we introduce . be- 
tween the surfaces in contact some lubri- 
cant, or substances which will produce, as 
much as possible, a theoretically smooth 
surface. A good lubricant must be capable 
of easy distribution, and it is necessary that 
its nature shall be changed with the kind of 
surfaces. 

The lubricant must yield freely to the 
surface of the moving body; it should not 
have any affinity for the material in contact 
or it will change the nature of the material 
and will soon increase friction. In machin- 
ery, the surfaces in contact are generally 
in a fair state of finish, and this condition 
of finish must increase with the weight or 
high velocity of the moving body. 

We often hear the remark, more surface, 
more friction.

Paper for Bank Notes. 

In the manufacture of bank notes it is 
desirable that the number of the mechan- 
ical processes essential to their production 
shall be such, and of such character, as 
will make the manufacture complex, with- 
out materially enhancing its cost, as an in- 
creased security against forgery is thereby 
obtained. It, is well known that a woven 
fabric of light texture has been introduced 
into the paper of which certain circulating 
documents are composed, during manufac- 
ture, to increase their toughness and resist- 
ance to wear and tear. 

According to a recent invention this 
feature is taken advantage of in the manu- 
facture of paper for bank notes and other 
documents offering inducements to the for- 
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ger, and there is also provided a fine woven 
fabric, which is coated with pulp in the 
paper making process, and there is applied 
to the fabric any approved device in print- 
ers’ ink, or its equivalent, which will be 
visible through the paper pulp facing. The 
device may consist of an ornamental pat- 
tern, say, for example, a closely packed 
diaper pattern, or, it may be, the name of 
a manufacturing firm. ‘The peculiar ap- 
pearance of the paper will strike the eye of 
even the casual observer, and as it cannot 
be reproduced except by like means to 
those by which the genuine paper was pro- 
duced it is obvious that increased security 
against fraud will be afforded to the issues 
of notes or other documents made from 
such paper, and which, from their nominal 
value, offer strong inducements to ingen- 
ious forgers. 

In manufacturing the bank note paper 
a band of fine woven fabric is so arranged 
that, when the sheet or length of paper is 
cut up into pieces corresponding to the size 
of a note, the fabric will run either length- 
wise or transversely, as the case may be, 
across the paper, in a like position in all 
of the pieces. Upon this band the device 


rinted, and when the woven fabric is 
embedded in pulp by the paper making 
operation the device will be clearly visible 
without holding the paper up to the light, 
and will serve the purpose of the ordinary 
watermark, while an additional process is 
required to secure the desired effect.

THE “SUCCESS.’ 
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Animal Sizing. 





By Ciayron BEADLE. 


In order to study the effect of differ- 
ent classes of animal size upon waterleaf 
paper, a number of different materials were 
selected, and among them some of the best 
known brands of gelatine in the market. 
Solutions were made from each, of such 
strength that a gallon of each contained 
an equal value of the gelatine. Three sheets 
of waterleaf paper were separately weighed 
and dipped into each of the solutions kept 
at the proper temperature of the sizing 
They were then weighed after 
The difference between the 


trough. 
drying down. 
first and second weighings gives the amount 
of gelatine solution taken up by the paper. 
The difference between the weight of the 
waterleaf and the weight when dried down 
gives the dry weight of gelatine taken up 
by the paper. The papers, after removal 
from the hot size, were passed through a 
pair of squeezing rolls to imitate as near as 
possible the large scale of working. From 
the weight after drying down, the percent-

age of size in the sized paper can be calcu- 
lated in each case. It will be seen from the 
tables that there is a wonderful regularity 
(with a few exceptions) in the amount of 
gelatine retained in each series. ‘The 
amount of gelatine retained by each paper 
after sizing is dependent upon the concen- 
tration of the sizing solution. One thing 
was established by these and other similar 
trials, and that is, that the finer grade gela- 
tines are cheaper in the end. The sizing 
effect of any gelatine is chiefly dependent 
upon the “‘ gelatinizing power’’ of the gel- 
atine. Supposing that we have a number 
of gelatines and prepare a 5 per cent. solu- 
tion of each, and allow them all to set to 
a jelly and leave them at least twenty-four 
hours after setting ; the gelatine which yields 
the firmest jelly is the best sizing agent. 
A comparison of these jellies is really a 
comparison of the gelatinizing powers of 
the gelatines. Supposing now that we 
adjust the strength of the solutions in such 
a way that the jellies from each have the 
same degree of firmness. Each of these 
jellies will have the same sizing value, and 
if the price of each gelatine be known it is 
easy to calculate which of them is the cheap- 
est for sizing. I have taken a number of 
gelatines in this way, and, generally speak- 
ing, the highest grade is the cheapest in 
the end. 

It is well known that it is easier to size 
hand made papers hard than machine made 
papers. Perhaps it would be truer to say 
that it is easier to size hard in the single 
sheet than in the web. After discovering 
by the foregoing trials which gelatine was 
best adapted for sizing, I endeavored to 
determine by a series of experiments, in 
which I used diminishing strengths of gela- 
tine solutions, what limit could be attained 
with single sheet sizing without destroying 
the sizing effect. These results are given 
in the following table. Down to Nos. 38 
and 39 the hard sizing was certainly main- 
tained. In Nos. 40 and 41 it appeared to 
be very slightly deficient, and in No. 42, 
although in some respects it might be con- 
sidered hard sized, it was decidedly lower 
than No. 41:

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After severe testing I came to the con- 
clusion that No. 39 was quite equal in ink- 
bearing power to No. 1. From this I con- 
clude that there is no advantage to be 
gained by the use of a solution containing 
more than 5 per cent. of gelatine of this 
class. 

If very great care is exercised in the 
treatment I believe that a lower strength 


still would suffice. The above described

ducing a thoroughly hard sized paper with 
a minimum of gelatine. These first drafts 
gave also the highest gelatinizing power. 

It is not very difficult to see why tub- 
sizing in the web is more difficult. It is 
chiefly due to the more rapid drying. If 


we take a piece of fine wire gauze and dip | 


it in a gelatine solution and let it drain, 
with care we can obtain a film of liquid 
over the surface which entirely fills the in 
terstices. If we dry this with care we can 
obtain an unbroken film of dry gelatine. 
If, however, the drying from the start is 
done too rapidly, the film of liquid will be

the individual wires, leaving the interstices | 


free. 
web of paper. 
impregnated with the gelatine solution the 
fine spaces between the fibres are filled up 
with a film of the solution, which if dried 
down slowly is not broken. Rapid drying, 
such as by passing over steam cylinders, 
probably breaks up these films and the 
paper is soft sized, although perhaps con- 
taining a large proportion of gelatine. 
When a gelatine solution such as is used 
in the sizing trough is allowed to cool it 
sets to a firm jelly. When a paper after 
it has passed the size rolls is allowed to 
cool down, even without any drying what- 
ever, the solution contained in the paper 
becomes a jelly. ‘The secret of success in 
sizing, in my opinion, largely depends upon 
allowing the solution—if I may cali it a 
solution—first to become a jelly and then 
to be dried at such a temperature that the 


When the paper becomes 


jelly does not liquefy throughout the dry- 


ing. In other words, the temperature of 
the surrounding air must be kept down 
below the melting point of the jelly. In 
the case of a web of paper passing over the 
skeleton drums of the dryers, the rapid vi- 
brations of the fans would have a tendency 
to break up the films if they existed in the 
liquid form. The fact of the paper being 
stretched tight as it passes along would 
tend to alter and distend the interstices, 
and so break up the films. Paper sized in 
a single sheet and loft dried has not the 
above objections to contend with. In for- 
eign mills I have observed that the sized 
paper is stacked for some time in the wet 
condition before loft drying. I have also 
seen in Germany the sized paper re-wetted 
and loft dried. Machine-made paper is to 
a large extent drawn out of shape in the 
making. If the paper is sized in the single 
sheet and loft dried the stresses are to a 
large extent relieved, and the paper is more 
equal in breaking strain in each direction. 
In determining the strength of the gela- 
tine solution in the trough, it is conven- 
ient to take 10 c. c. out with a pipette, 
and either to evaporate the same down in 
a small porcelain dish or to run it on toa 
large weighed sheet of paper. The dish 
must be placed firmly in an air bath at 220 
Fahr. before weighing. The weight of 
residue obtained must be multiplied by 
Ww to obtain the air-dry weight of gela- 
tine. This figure, multiplied by ten, gives 
the percentage of air-dry gelatine in the so- 
lution. When the solution is run on toa 
sheet of paper, the paper is hung up until 
the weight is found to be constant. By 
deducting the weight of the paper and mul- 
tiplying by ten the air-dry percentage of 
the gelatine in the solution is obtainable. 
In order to ascertain the amount of gela- 
tine in the paper as it passes over the ma- 
chine I made use of the following method. 
A sample of the sizing solution was with- 
drawn from the trough, and the percentage 
of gelatine determined as above described. 
At the same time a sample of the paper 
was torn off immediately atter it passed 
the squeezing rolls. 
this piece was removed (as it is always 
much wetter than the rest), and the sample 
was immediately transferred to an air-tight 
weighing tube.

The strip of paper weighed 6.78 grams 
when torn from the web, and 3.52 when 
dry. The web therefore contains 52 per 
cent. dry weight and 48 per cent. water. 
The water is all derived from the size solu- 
tion, as the paper before passing into the 
sizing trough has been completely dried 
over the drying cylinders. In the size so- 
lution we find 8.1 per cent. of g:2latine. 
‘Therefore each 52 pounds of dry-sized paper 
contains 8.1 per cent. of 48 pounds of gela- 
tine. That is 52 pounds of dried paper 
contain 8.9 pounds of gelatine and 48.1 
pounds of dry fibre. Now, the fibre of a rag 
paper when air-dry contains about 8 per 
cent. of hygroscopic moisture. Therefore 
the 48.1 pounds of dry fibre would become 
o 52.3 pounds of air-dry paper. 
Now, 52.3 pounds of air-dry paper con- 
tain 3.9 pounds of air-dry gelatine, which 


is equal to 7% per cent. of gelatine. If the 


| calculation for the air-dry percentage is 


left out of consideration, both with the 
paper and the gelatine, the calculation 
becomes much simpler and is still suffi- 
ciently accurate for all practical purposes. 
We must bear in mind that if soap and 
alum are used in the size trough an allow- 
ance must be made for these in the calcula- 
tion. This is easily done if their ratio to 
the gelatine is first ascertained. I have 
taken 15 per cent. as the air-dry moisture 
This is taken from my own 
determination. The air-dry moisture of a 
varies with different gelatines; 
it ranges somewhere between 13 per cent. 
and 18 per cent. With a rag paper the 
moisture is raised by about 1 per cent. by 
the addition to the paper of 7 per cent. of 
gelatine. 


of gelatine. 


I did about forty determinations of the | 


amount of gelatine in the web of paper as 
it passed over the dryers. I tried to arrive 
at some conclusion as to the effect of thick- 
ness and composition of the paper upon 
the amount of gelatine actually absorbed. 
The conditions were so complex that I 
came to no definite conclusions. I found 
that sometimes thin strong papers absorbed 
a large amount, whilst at others they re- 
quired very little. I found also the same 
for thick papers. I am disposed to think 
that the composition of the papers has much 
more to do with tne quantity of gelatine. I 
found on an average that thoroughly hard- 
sized papers absorbed just their own weight 
of the gelatine solution. Under these con- 
ditions the amount of gelatine contained 
in the dried paper would be in proportion 
to the concentration of the sizing solution. 
It is fair to presume that for each ton of 
paper made 220 gallons of water have to be 
evaporated, and about 235 gallons of the 
sizing solution have to be supplied to the* 
sizing trough. With rosin-sized papers 
that are afterward tub sized, the volume of 
size solution consumed and the amount of 
water evaporated is diminished by about 15 
per cent. I believe that there is a great 
deal to be learned about tub sizing. I be- 
lieve that the amount of size used at present 
is far greater than it need be, and that the 
gelatine does not have the beneficial effect 
that it might. With some fibres the effect 
is far greater than with others. The paper 
made from some fibres becomes very much 
toughened, and a large additional shrinkage 
takes place. Some papers are rendered 
almost as transparent as tracing paper. 
Sizing knocks{down the color of some papers 
much more than others. The lowering 
in color in the case of rag paper is 
chiefly due to the color imparted to it by 
the size itself, but in the case of papers 
that consist of a lower order of cellulose 
the color of the fibre itself is often very 
much lowered by the addition of the size 
solution.—Pafer Maker, London.
